LAUREL, Miss., Tuesday, May 
8—Willie McGee, convicted rapist, 
died early Tuesday in the electric 
chair here after numerous last- 
minute legal maneuvers to save 
the Negro failed. 

McGee previously had been 
saved from execution six times. 

McGee lost his last chance to 
escape death late Monday night 
with the rejection of his appeal by 
Chief Justice Vinson. 

The McGee case, hanging in the 
courts since the November, 1945, 
rape of'a Laurel, Miss., housewife, 
gathered aspects of larger issues 
‘'than the usual execution of a con- 
victed rapist.

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No Comfort to GOP Mossbacks 


Secretary of Defense Marshall's testi- 
mony before the Senate committee yester- 
day showed clearly the differences be- 
tween the administration and General Mac- 
Arthur on resistance’ to Communist ex- 
pansion. 


The administration is concerned directly 
with the global strategy involved and 
weighs carefully the long-term effect of 
each present-day decision. 


General MacArthur is interested in 
global strategy, too, but he would place 
quick military victory in Korea as the 
overriding consideration of the moment, 
disregarding, at least to a degree, the con- 
sequences. He does not believe, though he 
admits it is only a guess, that a stepped-up 
offensive in Korea would bring about So- 
viet intervention. The administration is 
fearful it would. 


There is no real fundamental disagree- 
ment between General MacArthur and the 
administration. Rather, the dispute is of 
method. General MacArthur revealed him- 
self to be much more of an internation- 
alist than a great many imagined. He 
would deal directly and militarily with 
Communist aggression wherever and when- 
ever it occurred and he would be willing 
to risk all-out war in so doing. 


Actually, the general gave little aid or 
comfort to the arch-enemies of adminis- 
tration foreign policy. 

Of this, James Reston, writing in The 
New York Times, made some pertinent 
observations. General MacArthur, Mr. 
Reston wrote, “disappointed and yet im- 


his detractors because he proved to 

a skillful witness; quick, clear, eloquent 
and independent in his judgments, some- 
times bitterly opposing the administration’s 
views and then again suuporting the ad- 
ministration. 

“At the same time, he both wowed and 
depressed his most rabid supporters be- 
cause, while he hit the administration hard, 
he often used arguments which contra- 
dicted the pet themes of Senators Taft 
and Wherry, and once even refused to 
confess dark suspicions about Secretary of 
State Acheson. . 

“This, of course,” Mr. Reston continued, 
“is against the union rules in Washington. 
If a man is against the administration he 
is expected to be against everything it sup- 
ports, except the Constitution. Also, he 
is expected to be loyal to, or at least con- 
siderate of, not only his own prejudices but 
the prejudices of his supporters.” 

It is to General MacArthur’s credit, and 
it is evidence of his sincerity and deep con- 
viction, that this is so. It will be difficult 
for the aforementioned Senators Taft and 
Wherry and others of their stripe to make 
political capital out of the general’s tes- 
timony. 

And that is as it should be. It may be 
that this country, and the United Nations, 
are making a mistake in handling the war 
in Korea. But there is plenty of evidence 
which indicates the present strategy is 
sound and logical. ; 

The choice ought not to be dictated by 
domestic political considerations and emo- 
tional appeal. 


Incentive to Teacher Training 


The State Board of Education has made 
it- possible for Georgia teachers to qualify 
for higher pay scales through taking ad- 
vantage of summer opportunities to ex- 
tend their training. Salaries for the next 
school year will be based on the extent 
of training as of September 1. 

This seems to be a wise ruling. With 
passage of the Minimum Foundation pro- 
gram and adoption of minimum pay scales 
in accordance with teacher preparation, 
teachers now have an incentive to qualify 
for higher pay levels and consequently to 
improve standards of instruction. 

Georgia’s teachers and Georgia’s chil- 
dren have won a great victory in the 


hd 


Minimum Foundation Program. It is a 
victory which was long overdue. Under 
the program, qualified teachers will be 
encouraged to remain in the profession 
and some of those who have withdrawn 
will want to return. 

The people of Georgia, however, will 
expect the promised improvement in the 
educational opportunities of their children. 
They have supported the Minimum Foun- 
dation Program, and in return they expect 
value received. 

We do not believe Georgia teachers 
will let them down. We expect to see the 
largest enrollment in teacher training 
courses this summer of any time in history. 


Sen. Douglas Tells the Truth 


Illinois’ Sen. Paul Douglas, pro-admin- 
istration but nonetheless as independent 
as a hog on ice, spoke before the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States last 
week in Washington and scored a triumph 
by eliciting applause and support from that 
group which was sitting on its hands, so to 
speak, when he appeared. 


Sen. Harry F. Byrd of Virginia spoke 
too. But that severe gentleman talked in 
generalities as usual. Senator Douglas 
didn’t. 

Calling himself a “very imprudent poli- 
tician,’ he said, nevertheless the Veterans 
Administration and the Department of Ag- 
riculture were the worst offenders in the 
matter of overstaffing. He said Agricul- 
ture maintains “not only a duplicate, but 
in many cases triplicate, quadruplicate and 
quintuplicate county organization in most 
of the 3,000 counties of the country.” 


He said there were “undoubtedly enor- 
mous wastes” in the military budget, but 
that every time Congress looks with a criti- 
cal eye on the military establishment it 
has great difficulty in isolating sources of 


~ 


expenditure and specific wastes. He re- 
marked, with a twinkle, that “the present 
commander in chief, when he was head of 
the Senatorial Investigating Committee, 
probably saved billions of dollars for this 
country.” 

Pausing, he said, “I wait for applause.” 
He won appreciative laughter and said, 
with a grin, “Thank you, very much.” 

Ribbing his business audience further, 
the Illinois senator said, “The Republican 
congressmen find it very easy to advocate 
harbors for pleasure yachts because they 
feel in very close rapport with the local 
chambers of commerce. The Democrats, 
of course, never get the support of the 
chambers of commerce, but they always 


live in hopes, so they too advocate these 


projects.” 

The senator from Illinois has eliminated 
himself as a presidential candidate. But 
his stature continues to grow. He is hon- 
est, with a touch of Lincoln’s forthright- 
ness and humor. We hope the State of 
Illinois has the good sense to keep him in 
the Senate. He too can rise above party 
in behalf of the nation.

A Bad Case 
Of Traffic Weaving 


WASHINGTON—Because of the gross incon- 
sistencies and major errors to be found in his 
record on questions of foreign policy, Senator 

Robert A. Taft of Ohio, has been described by someone as the “illus- 
trious dunderhead.” It is a fitting description. 


The first part of the title derives from his background and pres- 
ent position of eminence as the head of the Republican policy com- 
mittee of the Senate, which makes him the actual minority leader, 
though the role is supposed to rest with another man. 


The dunderhead part.comes from his confused thinking on mat- 
ters of foreign policy and the accumulation of public statements 
he has made over the years which have been both wanten in their 
recklessness and utterly devoid of any prophetic vision. His pres- 
tige has tended to obscure his record. Even a stanch Republican 
paper like The New York Herald Tribune has said of him that his 
record in foreign policy is “likely to come as something of a shock.” 


No more devasting document could be compiled against a 
responsible public official than the record of his floundering mis- 
conceptions and his gross misinterpretation of events in the field of 
foreign policy. Today he has emerged as the leading advocate of 
the MacArthur thesis for carrying on an all-out bombing attack 
against Communist China, despite the grave concern of our military 
leaders that such a step would lead to another world war. Yet a 


year ago he was urging a different course. 
Last Year On June 28, 1950, he made this statement, for ex- 
_ ample: “We are now engaged in a defacto war 
with the North Korean Communists. That in itself is serious, but 
nothing compared to the possibility that Soviet Russia might move 
in to help the North Koreans and that the present limited field of 
conflict might cover the entire civilized world. ... I sincerely hope 
that the policy thus adopted will not lead to war with Russia.” 

But on April 19, 1951, hé was willing to say this: “We should 
not hesitate to bomb Chinese communjcations, airports and armies 
if that becomes necessary.” 

And again on April 27, 1951: “Certainly we cannot hesitate to 
finish the war in Korea simply because we fear that Russia might 
possibly come into the war—and declare we are not going to fight 
a war to the limit of our ability ... against Communist China.” 

Before the Communist outbreak in Korea he voted against 
multimillion-dollar military aid to South Korea, yet he later was 
willing to make this statement, as quoted by Time magazine (July 
10, 1950): “The Communist attack in Korea might well not have 


' taken place, if the United States had given South Koreans proper 


aid.” 

Less than a month ago, on April 12, Taft was pontificating that: 
“The whole Atlantic Pact, certainly the arming of Germany, is an 
incentive to Russia to enter the war before the army is built up.” 
Now he is saying that for us to move all out against the Moscow 
satellite regime at Pekin would not necessarily bring the Russians 
into the war. | 


Pre-Pearl Harbor T2‘t’s prewar record in the realm of 
foreign policy is equally inglorious. 


Consider some of his solemn public utterances shortly before 
Pearl Harbor: : 
“The threat of an attack by Hitler is, and always has been, 


a bugaboo to scare the American people into war.”—(Speech of 


Sept. 25, 1941, in Congressional Record). 

“There is much less danger from Hitler today than there was 
two years ago; certainly much less than there was one year ago’— 
same speech little more than two months before Pearl Harbor. 

“An invasion of the United States by the German army is as 
fantastic as the invasion of Germany today by the American army, 
and as unlikely to be undertaken”—speech at Cleveland, Feb. 15, 
1941. 

“I would cut national defense 25 per cent. I think the increase 
of $460,000,000 in national defense is wholly unjustified”—March 
11, 1940. | 

“It is simply fantastic to suppose there is any danger of an 
attack on the United States by Japan.”—Cleveland newspapers 
quoted this as coming from a speech Taft made there Feb. 16, 1941, 
but Taft later denied it, though he said other things equally wrong. 

Taft sees no danger now. He saw none shortly before Pearl 
Harbor. 


In May, 1950, he proposed that the United 
Vote Record States “tell the Russians that if they start 
aggression, they’re in war.” That is precisely what we told them 
when we signed the North Atlantic Alliance. -Yet Taft voted 
against that pact. 

He has voted against practically every forward-looking measure 
proposed before and since World War II-to build up our defenses 
and aid our allies. 

On Feb. 1, 1951, the Ohio Senator said: “Today the adminis- 
tration foreign policy is chiefly dominated by a wavering uncer- 
tainty. (Congressional Record of that date.) 

is an amazing statement from a man who weaves in and 
out the international traffic so fast that we cannot tell which lane 
he is traveling in or what direction he is going. This is the “illus- 
trious dunderhead” who is trying to tell us what our policy should 
be with respect to Korea and Asia.

If you would follow his prégress, go to the North Georgia 
hills. If the weather warms up, they should be about “right” this next week end. We 
went to the mountains Sunday—to Dahlonega and up the new road (U. S. 129), at 
long last completed, two lanes of black top instead of one narrow slab, from the 

i foot of the mountain to Neel Gap and Vogel State Park. I say the road is com- 
pleted. Actually it’s open to traffic and has been for several weeks, but there’s still work to be done 
on the shoulders. It’s a mountain road, which calls for careful negotiation and a car in good con- 
dition. Make no mistake about that. But there’s no finer or prettier mountain highway in Georgia and 
it’s within a couple of hours of Atlanta (by U. S. 19 to Roswell, Cumming, Dawsonville and Dah- 


lonega),. 

Vogel Park is open, but Walasiyi Inn at the 
gap will not be until about June 1. Right now 
it’s being used to house Department of State 
Parks workers who are putting finiShing touches 
on the road and on the park.

In any event, the order is to “retaliate” and 


‘the planners in Moscow and Peiping can worry 


about where. Moreover, if the Communist 
brethren read the full text of these hearings, 
they can scarcely escape the conclusion that the 
United States of America has had about enough; 
that it is getting stronger all the time; and is 
in a mood to fight if any further adventures are 
attempted. 

This is precisely what British, French and 
American policy failed to do before the two Ger- 
man wars. They either did not make clear in 


*.advance that they would fight if certain things 


*. were done, or they did not maintain enough 
' power to scare Hitler even if they had said plainly 


that they would fight. 
The contrast in the current international crisis 


’“s striking. The United States may not have the 
_ power to keep-itself or its allies from being badly 


* hurt in a war, but it has the power to hurt’ the 


' enemy, and it is saying in dramatic and Unmis- 


takable terms that it will use that power in an 


. extremity. 


Thus the so-called “Gentlemen’s War” in Korea 


has certain disadvantages for the Communists as 
well as ourselves. So long as it remains a stale- 
mate, it is taking .far more out of Red China than 
the United States, and if Peiping or Moscow tries 
to end the current slaughter by throwing in large 
new forces that threaten Ridgway’s command, or 
that threaten our sources of supply in Japan or 
in the waters between Japan and Korea, then 
they have General Marshall’s word for it that 
retaliation will be sudden, and if necessary 
(thougtt General Marshall did not say so directly) 
atomic. 

“The security of that command is our first 
consideration,” General Marshall said, and that 
can be taken literally by both our enemies and 
our allies. 

The message to our allies through these hear- 
ings is also important. In the opinion of this gov- 
ernment, they have not only been ignoring in 
many cases and minimizing in others their ob- 
ligations to assist with the fighting in Korea but 
they have been complaining bitterly about our 
lack of dependability in the conduct of the war. 

The U. S. Government, they have been saying, 
has been allowing the situation to get out of hand 
in the Far East. They have been charging us with 
provoking the Russians and the Chinese Com- 
munists and with following policies toward Com- 
munist China that they did not approve. 


The MacArthur hearings have been a clear 
demonstration, however, not only that the 
United States is willing to stand and fight for 
its principles, but that it will not tolerate, 
even from one of its most illustrious soldiers 
any act which it interprets as provocative of 
a general war. 


The Truman administration has risked splitting 
the entire Republic in order to demonstrate its 
determination to defend a policy accepted by all 
its allies, but in the course of doing so, it now 
appears that the allies are not only failing to 
do what they can to support the unified policy 
with men and material in Korea, but are selling 
extraordinary quantities of strategic materials to 
the enemy. 

On these two points—the willingness of the 
United States to punish aggression and the dis- 
appointment of the United States in the contribu- 
tions of the British and others in Korea—all sides 
in his debate are in agreement. And if these 
points can be made clear in the right places, the 
general feeling here is that the hearings will have 
been extremely useful.

TAEGU, Korea—Dear Ralph: Back at 
wars again—or headed in that direction at least. 
The “fronters”—the correspondents 
combat units are calling in to report that things are 
wards a big fight tonight. We're ready, though, with 
the battlefield and hundreds of big guns firing steadily, and it ma 
be another slaughter. There were nine hundred dead Chinese tan 
gled in the barbed wire in front of the First Roks this morning, I 
understand. And there may be that many more tomorrow. 

Back here all is quiet though. The PX had a beer ration this 
afternoon, and tonight there is a movie. I came in from Tokyo this 
afternoon, and when hitching a ride in from the air field I noticed 
that the man riding in the front seat of the Jeep had the good old 
Georgia flavor in his speech. He turned out to be Corporal Allen 
C. Moody, of 437 Peeples Street, S. W., and he led me into a nest 
of Georgians that read like the Atlanta, East Point, and College Park 
city directories. 


They are mentbers of the 425th Transportation 
Railroad Men Traffic Regulation Group, a reserve outfit 
which has been out here since December controlling the flow of 
transport on the highways, the railroads and the waterways, and the 
airlines. I don’t know how the Southern, the Central of Georgia, 
the Seaboard and the A&WP and the Greyhound bus lines are run- 
ning their business with all these characters busy at the wars. 


Col. Wallace C. Ford, who lives at 19 Pine Circle, N. E., is the 
C.O,, and he had me out to supper with them. They live. bless my 
soul, in an ancient Shinto Temple, and the Colonel's cot is placed 
just about where the great Buddha used to stand. It’s by far the 
neatest, best-kept bivouac area I’ve seen since I've been in Korea, 
enlisted men and officers both living in floored tents and everybody 
quite comfortable. Which is, of course, no substitute for home 
whatsoever. 

We sat around the table for awhile, talking about Atlanta. Ev- 
erybody there was from home—Lt. Colonel Frank Killingbeck, Major 
Bill Derrick, Captain Robert Hunt, Lt. Colonel William Walters from 
College Park, whose nickname is the “Circuit Rider,” because he 
has to keep on the road all the time, covering the traffic control. 
teams that work every crossroads from Pusan to fhe front lines. 


Major Joe Elder is the air operations man, and Lt. Colonel Louis 
C. Beck keeps barge traffic at the Port of Pusan under control. 
Some of the others sitting around—saying nice things, by the way, 
about The Journal and The Constitution, clippings from which, sent 
by their wives, are the closest link with their home town, were 
Captain John Pike, Lt. Blake Perry, Lt. Howard Caudill and Captain 
Bob Atwood. 


Lost Some of the guys who took particularly good care of me 

were PFC’s Tommy Cook and John B. Moody, and Sgt. 
Kennedy. Captain Ira Rosenkoetter hauled me home in his Jeep 
after supper, and I’m afraid I got him lost a little in the back alleys 
of this fragrant tuwn, which embarrassed me a little. 


There are about 150 of them in all, every one from Atlanta or 
thereabouts, though now a few Marylanders and other assorted 
Yankees are coming in as replacements. With true Atlanta hos- 
pitality, though, they are treating these “infiltrators” as cordially 
as if they came from God’s country. 

They are all as content as a man can be out here, but it would 
be nice if the folks at home would send them some magazines, and 
some checker sets, and little recreational stuff like that. 

And by the way, Captain Jim Tate, a censor, has written a good 
story about this all-Atlanta outfit which Angus Perkerson ought to 
get for his Sunday Magazine. He can get a copy of it from the 
Third Army PIO there in Atlanta. It ought to be swell stuff for 
home town consumption. 

Got to close now and get some sleep. I leave at dawn tomorrow 
for Seoul.... If there is a Seoul left, at dawn tomorrow. HAROLD.

Gen. MacArthur and the Korean War 


Editor's Note: The John Gunther book, 


“The Riddle of MacArthur,” 


which was written be- 


fore General MacArthur was relieved from ‘duty by Mr. Truman, provides an interesting reflection 


on the General in view of recent developments. 


' Even after the outbreak of the Korean War the disposition in Tokyo was to treat the matter as 


a new border “incident,” nothing more. 


MacArthur minimized the importance of the event and told 


a departing newspaperman not to bother to stay to cover it. The United States had no legal com- 


mitment whatever to defend the Republic of Korea. 


Our moral and ethical obligation was, how- 


ever, indisputable, and this had been reinforced by an off-the-cuff remark by MacArthur to Dr. 
Rhee in 1949. Seeing him off at the airport, MacArthur patted the old man on the back and 
declared, in substance, “You can depend upon it that I will defend South Korea as I would defend 


the shores of my own native land.” 


MacArthur did not have any political or mili- 
tary responsibility whatever for Korea after 
Aug. 15, 1948. It is only fair to state this with 
emphasis inasmuch as several of his critics have 
sought to lay to his door some responsibility for 
our negligent intelligence. Korea was not part 
of his domain. On the other hand, as com- 
mander in chief of the Far East Command, he 
might well have given developments in Korea a 
more penetrating scrutiny than he did. 


On June 27, 1950 (Washington time), 
came Mr. Truman’s historic announcement 
commiting us to the defense of Korea. Mac- 
Arthur got his instructions from the Joint 
Chiefs, just as any other general in the field 
should, in a long “conversation” held on the 
teletype. He was, in the words of a wit- 
ness, “completely surprised at the decision, 
but gratified because it reflected a, 
policy and action.” 


MacArthur took off on the first of his inspec- 
tion trips to the Korean front on June 29. He 
did not know where his plane, the Bataan, would 
land; moreover the weather was extremely bad. 
Lt. Gen. Stratemeyer, chief of the Far East Air 
Force, strenuously tried to persuade him not to 
go. MacArthur’s reply was, “We go.” We had 
a talk with Stratemeyer a few days later. If he 
ever needed to be sold on MacArthur, he was 
sold now. “He’s the greatest leader, the greatest 
commander, and the greatest hero in American 
history,” Stratemeyer said. 


The Inchon landing was from top to bottom 
a MacArthur concept. The Joint Chiefs were 
frightened by it, and General Collins and Ad- 
miral Sherman went all the way to Tokyo to talk 
to MacArthur before they were convinced that 
it was riot too dangerous and risky. MacArthur 
was, as usual, brilliantly persuasive, and the 
landing went through without a hitch. His chief 
motive for Inchon was to try to end the war 
quickly. 

Immediately after the capture of Seoul came 
a major policy dispute—whether or not the 
United Nations forces should penetrate into 
North Korea above the 38th parallel—and fero- 
cious polemics between MacArthur and his critics 
in Washington, London, Paris, Lake Success, and 
elsewhere, have been proceeding ever since. For 
a time, strictly military news from Korea was 
all but inundated by the fierce exchange of 
charges and countercharges between MacArthur 
and his various critics. 

Late in November, after the American cap- 
ture of Pyongyang and when it seemed that the 
war would end soon with a resounding UN wic- 


tory, the Chinese started to fight. This was, 
needless to say, a profound and brutal shock to 
MacArthur. A shower of statements trying to 
explain what had happened continued to pour 


‘out of him. He cried out that he was suddenly 


forced to face “an entirely new war,” and that 
he confronted handicaps “without precedent in 
military history.” 


Truman, the President at home; MacAr- 
thur, the proconsul in the field—some sort of 
argument, if not conflict, was inevitable be- 
tween them. Two more different types of 
men can scarcely be imagined, and the 
issue—who was boss—was classically funda- 
mental. 


Mr. Truman on June 27, 1950, made a cele- 
brated double reference to Formosa. First, he 
ordered the United States Seventh Fleet to “pre- 
vent any attack on Formosa” by the Chinese 
Communists. Second, he requested the Chiang 
Kai-shek government to stop any military action 
against the mainland, out of fear that this might 
precipitate a wholesale conflict between the 
United States and China. 

On July 31, MacArthur suddenly flew to For- 
mosa, and spent a day and a half consulting with 
the generalissimo. Neither Mr. Truman nor 
MacArthur’s chiefs in the Pentagon were in- 
formed beforehand of this step, according to the 
first news released. 

The general took the line that, as American 
commander in Japan and United Nations com- 
mander in Korea, he had not merely the right 
but the duty to inspect personally the Formosa 
sector, since he had the specific obligation to 
defend it. The visit was interpreted almost 
everywhere in the East—particularly by Chiang’s 
people—as meaning that the United States at 
long last had come around to welcoming the 
generalissimo back into the fold and forgiving all.
